assembly session beginning 
Sept 19 for the moral hacking 
of the organization’s

Tree Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Even if poets are right about 
an act of God being needed to 
make trees grow, it’s taking 
congressional action on 
a 
national reforestation bill to 
speed up the planting. 
But there’s a dispute over

Congress has to cope with tho 
powers of budget officials. 
Rep. Thom as S. Foley, D- 
Wash.,

backer, 
called the bill vital lo protect 
“the great natural resources 
of our public lands.”

The House could approve 
the bill when it returns from 
recess next month.

Pro-Busing Superintendent 
Quits San Francisco Post 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Dr. Thomas A. Shaheen, an 
advocate 
of 
public 
school 
busing, has resigned under 
board pressure as superin­ 
ten dent 
of 
sc h o o ls 
and 
predicts “rocky d a y s” ahead 
for integration in American 
education. 
S h ah een , 
w ho last 
fall 
carried out the first m assive 
busing to achieve integration 
in a major Northern city, 
"announced his resignation at 
a 
sp ecia l 
board 
m ee tin g 
Friday. The board voted to 
pay him $56,000 to terminate 
his $42,00()-a-year 
contract, 
which still had two years to 
run. 
“ I want in no way to be 
associated with the present 
board of education.” Shaheen 
told an integrated audience of 
about 
200 
supporters 
who 
crowded into the meeting. 
“ There are people in this 
com m unity,” the 55-year-old 
Shaheen said, ” ... who claim 
that 
m y 
stand 
on 
desegregation is not a main 
issue in the lack of support for 
m y superintendency. That is 
a position that shows either 
the deceit, the ignorance or 
the 
ra c ism 
of 
th ese 
in ­ 
dividuals or groups.” 
The busing of m ore than 
half 
the 
c ity 's 
40,000 
elem entary school 
children 
was undertaken last fall in 
accordance with a 
federal 
court order that the school 
system integrate at once. The 
busing was vigorously op­ 
posed by Mayor Joseph Alioto 
and several parents’ groups 
which staged a boycott bv 
keeping their children home 
during 
the 
first 
weeks of 
school. 
Last spring, after Shaheen 
refused to resign, the board 


effectively stripped much of 
his 
power 
by 
giving 
new 
fiscal responsibilities to an 
associate superintendent. 
“ I think the cause of in­ 
tegration will bounce back,” 
Shaheen said ,“but it’s going 
through 
som e 
rocky 
days 
first. I f s a very pessimistic 
picture— and it’s going to 
take 
a 
few 
more 
people 
willing to have their heads 
chopped off.” 
Shaheen said whether he

New Politics Just Like Old 


Just how different is the so-called good 
“ new politics" from the bad old “ old"0’ 
Speaking in Lordstown. during his recent 
midwestern swing, Democratic presidential 
hopeful George McGovern told a crowd of 
United Auto Workers that President Nixon 
“ doesn't care about industrial safety." 
McGovern promised that, if he is elected 
president in November, he would support 
legislation to counteract, industrial accidents. 
“ I want to end the deaths of 
15,(XX) 
American men who die in the factories of 
America each year because the present 
administration doesn’t care about industrial 
safety." 
Now taken literally, McGovern's words say 
that 15.000 men die needlessly in American 
factories because a callous president won’t 
take the steps that would allow them to live. 
Any man guilty of such a “ high crime and 


misdemeanor" ought not merely to be denied 
re-election but ought to be impeached for­ 
thwith 
Furthermore, McGovern’s words imply 
that if he is elected president, nobody will 
ever die in another industrial accident. 
Granted also that an election rally is hardly 
the place to go into a detailed analysis of a 
subject which occupies the full time and 
talents of experts in a broad, range of 
disciplines, from engineering to behavioral 
psychology — and still perfect safety eludes 
us. 
The auto workers didn’t want to hear a lot of 
statistics about industrial accidents, broken 
down as to type and cause and the age and sex 
of the victims, etc. They wanted to hear some 
fighting words. 
Thus the question remains: Just how is the 
new politics so different from the old? 


Reno Airport Insecurity 


Perhaps Reno, Nev., city fathers would 
rather forget the fact, but that city’s in­ 
ternational airport now has been the scene of 
three attempted hijackings. Included among 
the attempts is the only successful ransom 
collection to date, the one staged by the 
mysterious and elusive “ D.B. Cooper." 
The latest unsuccessful attempt has to rank 
among the most bizarre. Also the least ex­ 
cusable. 
When a man with a hood over his head can 
ride a bicycle with a rifle strapped to the 
handlebars across a busy airport and board 
an aircraft — bicycle and all — security is 


about as nonexistent as it is possible to 
become. 
Once again this hijacking ended in gunfire 
which fortunately injured only the per­ 
petrator. That is not the way to bring piracy 
attempts to a conclusion. They must be 
stopped before they begin, which simply 
means 
persons with 
weapons must 
be 
prevented from boarding. 
If electronic detection gates are as effective 
as they are claimed to be, why are there still 
wide gaps in their employment? 
The Reno International Airport might be a 
good place to start looking for the answer. 


Honoring Copernicus 


Will Washington officially honor Nicolaus 
Copernicus 500 years after he was born’’ It 
will if Rep. Henry Helstoski of New- Jersey 
has his way. 
Rep. Helstoski introduced a bill in Congress 
providing for the striking of medals to honor 
the Polish astronomer on the 500th an­ 
niversary of his birth. Copernicus was born in 
1473. 
Copernicus is credited with being first to 
observe that the Earth actually revolved 
around the sun. Until then, the Earth had 
been thought to be the center of the universe. 


Loch Ness Untopped 


With unflagging cheek, the Russians have 
pasted we-did-it-first labels on nearly all the 
great inventions of the Western world and 
furrowed the fields of fancy in many other 
directions to proclaim their imagined 
superiority. 
Inevitably, they had to get around to sea 
monsters — and so they once announced that 
a huge sea monster with a long tail had been 
sighted in a lake in Siberia. Whether the 
Soviets offered this creature as a topper for 
Scotland's Loch Ness monster was never 
quite clear, but as no further claims were 
made, the Scots did not regard this as a blow 
to their theretofore preeminent position in 
monsterology. 
About all the Russian boast accomplished 
was to raise a question about the relative 
potency of Scotch whiskey and Russian 
vodka.

The 42-year-old ex-Marine 
pilot renounced the GOP last 
month to became the AIP 
nominee after Gov. Wallace 
bowed out of 1972 cam ­ 
paigning 
to 
recover 
from 
bullet wounds from a would- 
be assassin 
“ We’re in this to win." said 
Schmitz. “ If I can get my 
program across, I can win.’ 


SCH M ITZ 
H O P E S 
to 
overcome his 
relative ob­ 
scurity by staging a vigorous 
campaign through the back­ 
waters 
of 
small-town 
America. 
"That's where the ore is 


rich. " he said as he recalled 
the enthusiastic welcome he 
has gotten when his twin- 
engine campaign plane lands 
at small airports across the 
country. 
Schmitz feels he must take 
his program directly to the 
people because the big-city 
press and “ left-leaning an­ 
tenna” of network television 
refuse to take his candidacy 
seriously. 
Like 
Ins 
A IP 
vice 
presidential running 
mate, 
N a s h v i 11 e 
m a g a z i n e 
publisher Tom Anderson, 
Schmitz is a member of the 
John Birch Society and fir­ 
mly believes in a Communist 
conspiracy aimed at ruling 
the world. 
His party’s platform calls 
for 
a 
vigorous 
anti- 
Communist stance, with­ 
drawal from international 
organizations, 
repeal 
of 
disarmament 
agreements 
and cuts in taxes and social 
programs 
Schmitz is one presidential 
candidate with no credibility 
gap His committment to past 
promises won him the enmity 
of California Gov 
Ronald 
Reagan and lost 
him 
re­ 
nomination for his House seat 
in 
Grange 
County, 
the 
nation’s most 
conservative 
Congressional District. 
"I would rather lose my 
seat 
in Congress) than give 
up mv principles," he said 
G<>\. 
R EAGAN 
disliked 
Schmitz because while a 
California state senator he 
refused to back down on his 
campaign promise to oppose 
all tax increases 
including 
those proposed by his own 
party. 
He 
proved 
an em­ 
barrassment to Mr. Nixon by 
refusing to tone down his 
denounciations 
of 
the 
President’s China trip and 
stalking out of a press con­ 
ference held by GOP con­ 
servatives in support of the 
new China policy.

M/nor Meat Effect 


Housewives may be disappointed to learn 
that when the President lifted quotas on meat 
imports for the balance of the year the effect 
was somewhat less dramatic than may have 
been perceived. 


The type of meat available for immediate 
irrfaort into the United States for the most 
part is not the high quality meat many 
shoppers choose at meat counters. 


When a State Department representative 
told envoys of 12 meat-exporting countries 
that the market in the U.S. “ is now w ide open 
and we will take all you can send." he may 
have had in mind such meats as hot dogs and 
hamburgers. Those are the meats Treasury 
Secretary George Shultz admitted would be 
among the items most affected. 


So if the price of prime meats is little af­ 
fected by the lifting of “ voluntary" import 
quotas, it isn’t that the strategy has failed It 
is only because the United States is the major 
producer as well as consumer of meats of 
prime quality.

Policy Analysis published 
some conclusions follow ing a 
12-year study of heavy drug 
users among the children of 
white middle-class families. 
Here were children who had 
“ advantages " Why did they 
go sour? 


DR. 
R E I M S 
findings 
indicated that in the hands of 
some parents “ advantages" 
can be disadvantages in 
raising a psychologically 
healthy child. “ The weller-to- 
do,” he says, “ have a higher 
risk than the well-to-do." 
So, first of all. Dr. Blum 
claims to have found a 
correlation 
between 
drugs 
and adolescents who got too 
much too soon. 


Second, there's religiosity. 
"God-fearing, .chureh-att- 
ending families." he says, 
“ are low risk " 


Third, 
parents 
who are 
political liberals will have 
more drug-involved children 
than political conservatives. 
Not. of course, that politics 
has anything to do with it. 
except 
liberalism 
and 
tolerance of deviant behavior 
often go together. 
Fourth, parents who abuse 
alcohol or who are constantly 
taking sedative drugs are 
more likely to have children 
who get 
into trouble both 


ways.

products marketed alive and 
still growing. 
The system 
known as 
hydroponics — was pioneered 
in the Redmond area by Bob 
Lambert and his son, David. 
25. 
It involves the growing of 
plants in water containing 
dissolved inorganic nutrients. 
The Lamberts grew more 
than 25,00 pounds of tomatoes 
last year, their first com­ 
m ençai 
crop, 
and 
ex- 
p e r i m e n t e d 
w i t h 
strawberries, sugar peas, 
cauliflower and lettuce. 
In their greenhouse known 
as Lambert’s Hydroculture 
Farm, Inc., tomato vines are 
planted in in°rt gravel in 
concrete troughs. Electronic 
sensors signal when the 
moisture of the gravel goes 
below a certain level. They 
activate valves on tanks at 
the head of each trough, 
releasing liquid nutrient into 
the gravel. 
After 
the 
gravel 
is 
moistened, the supply is cut 
off and the water drawn into 
the gravel seeps back into the 
tank to be used again. 
Lambert purchased his 
patented operation from a 
Glendale. Ariz., firm. The 


greenhouse cost $13,000, he 
said, plus about $500 freight. 
Taxes were $650. and cost of 
erecting the building about 
$6,000. 
Lambert 
says 
the 
hydroponic 
method 
allows 
vegetables to grow 
faster 
than field crops, and protects 
them from disease, insects, 
frost and hail. He says the 
hydroponic crops also have 
better texture and flavor than 
regular crops, and 
better 
keeping qualities. 
Interspersed with Lam ­ 
bert's tomatoes 
last 
year 
was gourmet leaf lettuce, set 
into the gravel still in the 
fiber blocks in which the 
seeds are planted. 
“ When we picked the let­ 
tuce the blocks came up with 
the roots," he said 
“ The 
lettuce stayed alive and 
continued to grow until the 
housewife got it home.

Dear R. M.— Fortunately, 
you'll be able to rectify the 
tight arm holes. H ere’s a 
rundown of the step-by-step 
method of setting in sleeves, 
which undoubtedly is your 
problem.

facing you and pin the center 
top of the sleeve to the shoul­ 
der 
seam. 
Pin 
underarm 
seam of sweater to underarm 
seam of sleeve. Now, holding 
the sleeve side still facing 
you, pin from the underarm 
seam toward the shoulder 
seam, making sure to ease in 
any fullness about two inches 
on either side of the top of the 
sleeve. Then, with the body 
side of the sweater toward 
you, work seam in slip stitch, 
as you probably did with the 
side seams. You’ll be sure to 
have a smooth, 
straight 
seam. Be sure to set sts close

Navy Signs Up a Team of Sea Lions 
As Experts in Underwater Recovery 


THE NICE THING ABOUT SEA LIONS is thaf they can dive 
deeper and for longer periods than human beings, even humans 
equipped w ith the most sophisticated of breathing apparatus. 
The U.S. Navy has taken note of this talent and enlisted sea 
lions as a new' team o f divers for Project Q uick Find. 
The idea of training the animals was developed at the Naval 
Undersea Research and Development Center laboratory in 
Hawaii. The Sea Lions were recruited from island rookeries off 
the coast of California and flown to Hawaii tor basic training. 
Adapting quickly to Navy life, the animals were taught to 
listen for beeps from an electronic transmitter and thus locate 
lost objects such as anti-subrrtarine rockets. A "grabber" was 
designed to fit on a sea lion's nose after he has located an 
object. He presses the grabber against the object, attaching it 
and releasing his nose. A line is then reeled in and the object 
retrieved.

SAIGON (AP) — American 
jets swept to within 35 miles 
of the Chinese border Friday 
and smashed four bridges on 
the northeast railroad su p ­ 
plying North Vietnam from 
China, the U.S. Air Force 
announced today. 
North Vietnamese antiair­ 
craft guns downed an F4 
Phantom flying fighter escort 
for the bomb attack but its 
two crewmen—tw o of the 
leading U.S. combat pilots in 
V'ietnam— bailed out over the 
sea and were rescued in 
minutes. 
Capt. .Jess S. Feinstein, 27, 
Fast Troy. VVis., and Lt Col. 
Carl G. Bailv. 41, Denver,

Schlick said the health and 
safety enforcement effort will 
rely even more heavily on in­ 
jury and fatality information 
flowing 
from

Outlining the third plank of 
th e h e a v ie r

Schlick told the inspectors 
that coal mines are “ getting 
safer because we are en­ 
forcing the Coal Mine Safety 
Act.
